question. Besides, It la an Indication' 
ot mental laxlneas when one la not 
willing to search tho Scrlpturea and 
form an opinion of his own. God baa 
given us the Bible which reveals his 
will, and a mind capable ot under- 
standing It (John 10:31). God'a will 
concernlbg the way ot BaJvatloo In re- 
■veak'd ho clearly that even A child Can 
understand IL What excuse have) we 
then for deferring our dntyT 

We Siave no right to hold 1Mb mat- 
ter of repentance la suspense aimulv 
because there are some things In titeT 
iiible which we do oot understand. 
There alvays will be things In the 
Bible which we do not understand, and 
l( we wait until all tnlnga are under 
stood by us we shall never be saved. 
If we will obey that part of God'a word 
we do understand, we will soon get 
light on some of the obscure things. 

I once met a man on the train who 
claimed to be a skeptic. He said there 
were so many different religions that 
be did not know what to believe. "One 
claims iti.'ii we ought to worship Budd- 
ha and another -C.onfu.clus. Borne say 
that Mormonlstn la the true religion, 
and I suppose you would say that 
Jeans Christ was the only Saviour. In 
the midst ot all these conflicting opin- 
ions, how Is one to know what to be- 
liever 

I said to him, "Mr friend, did yon 
ever embrace any one of those relig- 
ions?" 
"No, alr,- 

"' You remember the fable about the 
horse which stood between two stacks 
of hay. He was about to take a bite 
from one when there came a smell 
of clover from the other so lnvluna; 
that he hesitated; then he caught a 
whiff from the other which led him to 
torn again, and finally he starved to 
death between the two tucks, be- 
cause he could not decide which to 
eat from. 

"Now t:ij fiiend, are you not makins; 
the same mistake which the hors* 
madeT Here you stand In the midst 
ot all these religions starring your 
soul because you do not know which 
one to .boose- Had yon not better em- 
brace some one of them, and do It 
quickly? If you think that Buddhism 
is the. moat promising become a Budd- 
hist. It jou think Honnonism Is from 
God, become a Mormon. If you nod 
salvation from sin in these religion* 
continue In them, but It not, then ac- 
cept Christ as your Saviour, and 1 am 
tare you will find salvation In him. 1 
He U the truth; seek no further. Hut 
b; all means embrace some religion, 
and da it quickly for yon Are stArvlnc 
your soul tor the lack of some one 
to worship and obey." 

"I believe there la some, truth in 
what you say," said the man. "but 
this la my station and 1 must leava 
yon. 1 am glad we have had this con- 
versation and I hope we shall meet 
again-* 

Apparently the man was convinced 
of his mistake, and waa becoming In- 
terested, but be waa leaving the car 
And what could I do? I though; ot 
the little package of leaflets which I 
usually carry, and selecting a couple 
I ruabed out on the platform and gi 
them to him One was the Christian 
life'card, and the other was a leaflet 
written by. Dr. J. W. Chickerlng ot 
WashlngloDvMX c. Before he died 
author bad the name* ot over se 
teen hundred people who had written 
htm or told him personally ' that thej 
attributed their conversions to this 
tract.

DAVID KINO OVER JUEMH AND 

ISRAEL. 

LESSON TEXT— H Samuel 1:1-1; ■ 3-a. 

COLDER TEXT-IrtoMh la my 
streoatb and my sblaldi my heart bath 
trusted him, and I am helped.— Ps. »;T 

Saul ceased from pursuing David 
(I Samuel £7:4) when he fled Into the 
land of the Phlllatlnea tor ho feared 
them greatly (1 Sam. 28:5. «). David 
fought with Saul's enemies but never- 
theless was not -..anted (J«;*-I1), Hut 
wives being taken captive, he, with 
400 men destroyed Zlklag, sending the 
spoil to his friends In Judah (] Ham 

Following the death of Saul and 
Jonathan (II Sam. chapter 1) we read 
David's wonderful lament (eh. S). 

David, King of Judah. (1) 
David's Khaodenv ch. 2:t3, It la now 
(OTHi"»i riaiil vnis.ilsct Sajnue! 
anointed the young shepherd to be 
king In Saul's plsce. David waa prob- 
ably twenty-nine years of ag*. He 
had now a fourfold assurance of his 
throne (a) Ood's decree (I Sam. 16: 
IMS); (b) The death of Saul (eh. 1: 
I); (c) Qod'a command (v. i). and 
<d) The choice ot the people (v. 4). 
Hfa every step seems to have been 
led ot God, therefore be had made no 
false moves (James 1:5-7, see alto Ps. 
19: 13. 14). How Ood by means of the 
stones In the priests breastplate mads 
known Us will we are not told and It 
Is Idle to speculate. We hare a bet- 
ter way, the Inspired word and the 
living .spirit through which we may 
receive guidance. Such guidance Is 
conditioned upon obedience (I Sam. 
tS:fl: Ants 5:3!). Ood directed David, 
after Saul's death to "go up™ to Heb- 
ron, which means "fellowship." It 
was here that Abraham, the man of 
faith, had lfved. David thus began 
hi ■ conquest ot the land In fellowship 
with God. David implicitly obeyed 
God'a decree (v. 2), took his family 
with him and also brooght his men 
with their households. This la a sug- 
gestion relative to household fellow- 
ship with God. They left nothing be- 
hind to lure them back as Lot was 
lured when he left Sodom. Tbeae 
men had been David's partners In his 
adversity and are now to share In his 
glory (Luke 21:!S, 29; II Tim. tilt; 
Rom. 8:17. 18). 

(2) David's Diplomacy, J:5-T. It 
waa good politics for David to honor 
these men of Jabetb, yet be was hon- 
est and sincere for he honored Saul 
as his rightful and God-anointed sov- 
erelgn (1 Sam. 24:44: 28:7-11). Theso 
men had shown kindness to Saul and 
now Jehovah would show kindness to 
them (v. *). As we sow we reap 
'Matt. S:T; 0:14, IS; n Tim. 1:16-18). 
David took pains to Inform them that 
he bad been chosen king but assures 
them that he would strengthen them. 
As they had been faithful to 8anL let 
them support the one who had been 
anointed In his stead. Tohave adopt- 
ed any other policy would have alien- 
ated their support. 

(3) Ish-boaheth'i Kingdom. 2:8-11. 
As contrasted with this God-directed 
kingdom of David's wss the man-direct- 
ed kingdom of Iab-bcnibBtb. His name 
means, "dubs of shame." He was 
about forty years of age, Saul's oldest 
son, hut not hm Intended successor. 
Ish bosheth was: (a) selected by man 
(v. 8); (b) ruled by man (v. ») and 
<c> made war upon God's elect (x. 17, 
ch. 3:1). He only reigned two yean 
and his kingdom In the northern part 
of the land was separated from that 
of David by- that portion In the center 
control led by the FbillstlDes. Aimer's 
untimely death at the hand of Joab 
(ch. 31, deprived Isb-bosheth of a 
leader. He was slain by his own serv. 
ants end his kingdom became a part 
of David's. 

II. David, King of laraet, 
David passed through (even and one- 
half years of delay In his progress 
towards the throne. It was not long 
after lah-baaheth'a death that a great 
assembly met at Hebron. It was a 
truly national gathering. Every tribe 
sent solclers— ^SO.'IOO In Bll— snd the 
elders of the people were the spokes- 
men. They proclaimed David "bono 
of their bone" (v. 1) and that 
while Bsnl was king, David had been 
their real ehepberd (r. It). Bat 
still, they recognised TJertd as Ood's 
chosen successor to Saul and pro- 
claimed to all men that they had loy- 
ally accepted his choice. 

Tho atory of David's 
Jerusalem and the establlihmeut of 
the sest of his government at that 
plsce Is Interesting and suggestive and 
should be studied before next 
day's lesson Is considered. 

After being' anointed 
David began at ones tosnbdss the land. 

Thus we see the loose tribal gov- 
arnmerjt molded Into a powerful, domi- 
nant and respected kingdom. David
